Mr. Herbert Ponting, who was 
photographer to Scott’s exped!- 
tion, has pieced the stcry together 
from the original films made fn 
1911-12, from pictures of scenery 
and nature, from photographs taken 
by Scott and his companions at the 
South Pole, and from mapr and 
geographical sketches. The story, 
spoken by Mr. Ponting, is synchro- 
nised with the film. 

We see the “Terra Nova” leave 
Port Chalmers.
